News Report | 
From Edmonton - 


By Ken Mason 


EDMONTON —. The federal 
Liberal party’s reverses at-the 
polls in June apparently have 
not dampened the spirit of the 
provincial Liberal party. 

Some 200 delegates were in 
the capital city last week for 
the annual convention of the 
Alberta Liberal Association, and 
the keynote was optimism about 
the future of the party both 
federally and provincially. 

The convention opened. with. 
more than a dozen Alberta Lib-. 
eral MLA’s on the platform, and 
this seemed to give the dele- 
gates a lift If there was any 
pessimism, it was dispelled at 
least in part by the realization 
that Liberalism is a fairly strong 
political force in Alberta. 


The meeting also appeated to 
put a new stress on party unity. 
Provincial Leader J. Harper 
Prowse made no bones about 
the fact that there had been 
some’ differences between fed- 
eral and provincial Liberal or- 
ganizations in the past, but these 


He said the party will no 
longer involve itself in “sense- 
‘less rivalry and misunderstand- 
ing that could be easily cleared 
up.” 

Apparently, word has come 
from Ottawa that the idea of 
building a super-national party 

ithout a sound provincial party 
base, has been recognized as a 
wrong policy. Mr. Prowse said 
this, and was backed up by Hon. 
Paul Martin, former minister of 


All of which means the gen- 
eral electorate can look for an 
increased drive for active mem- 


tion. In the individual constit- 
uencies, there will no more be 
distinction between federal and 
provincial Liberal goals. 

Mr Prowse was frank in his 
answers to a number of diffi- 
cult questions, mostly concern- 
ing his status in the federal Lib- 
eral drive. His. answer was that 
he had been virtually, ham- 
strung by federal Liberal policy 
which dictated that the farther 
away from provincial . politics 
the federal organization could 
‘remove itself, the better. ; 

Like: a true politician, Mr. 
Prowse also told the convention 
that the Liberals would form 
the government after the next 
provincial election, He pointed 


to such things as the $20 oil and. 


gas dividend, and the provincial 
-municipal financial: talks as. in- 
dications that Premier, Manning 
ang his followers are 
scared.” 

The dividerfd, he said, is 
nothing more than a scheme to 
buy votes, and charged that the 
government is using the provin- 
cial-municipal talks as a means 
of getting someone else to make 
its decisions. The government 
has “abdicated: its aaa 
ties,” he said. 

The Liberals, of course, are 
hoping they can better the show- 
ing they made in the 1955 elec-. 
tion when their representation 
in the House skyrocketed from 
four to 15. 

Ang far from regarding the 
federal defeat as an ill omen, 
they seem to view it as an oppor- 


tunity to regroup their forces on | . 


a sounder basis and re-state their 
policies. Only an election will 
give the answer, but the Liberals 
certainly aren’t lacking in en- 
thusiasm.
